The First More. 


A Cantoa correspondent writes 
us outlining the circumstatces 
which led tothe coup and telling 
the story of what took place at 
the conference.

This gatherinz took 
place atthe Admiralty building on 
the Burd, and it was attended by 
General Ngai Bong- ping (recently 
appointed Commander-in-Chief 
bx Sun Yat-sen) Wu Hon-man 
(Dr. Sun's new Civil Governor). 
General Lei Yik-pin and General 
Lau Tsun-wan (two Hwangsi 
leaders} and several ov-her im- 
portant personages. Everyone 
appeared apprehensive “because 
of tha disarming of the police, 
and it was noticed that Wu Hon- 
man was ‘attended by a con- 
siderable bodyguard, whilst Ngai 
Bong-ping was attended by a few 
only.

A Strange Discovery. 


‘An explosion occurring on the 
tram lines at a section between 
Shaukiwan and Causeway Bay, 
at about 4.30 yesterday afternoon, 
brought a tramcarto a standstill 
asthe driver applied the, brake in 
order to investigate the cause. 
Examinatian showed that the 
wheels had passed over and des- 
troyed a metallic object, the exact 
natura of which was soon dis- 
closed as other’ discoveries were 
made further up the lines. Placed 
apart from each otber at a dis- 
tance ofa few yards, were found 
three tiny cylinders, They were 
embedded in the grooves on the 
rails and appeared to have beea 
filled with eo substance which 
explodes on detonstion. There is 
very little doubt but that the 
object was to wreck or derail the 
car, but, owing to the rather crude 
natare of the “bombs,” if such 
cylinders can so be designated, 
vory little denage was wrought.

Mooi of Chinese philosophy was 
goed ard could de retained as 
well ag the true Christian religicn. 


The Report, - 


The headmaster, Mr. Petrus Lei 
then read the report as follows: 

The Lai Hoi English School was 
Organised in 1923, through the 
‘efforts of two worthy gentlemen 
for the purpose cf teaching Eng- 
lish, French, Chizese, and also the 
art of music. During tke first 
two years of its existence, the 
cumber of boys attending the 
school was less than a hundred, 
and in the staff there were only 
three feackers of Engiish and a 
vernacular master, while the pre- 
sent staff consists of twelve mas- 
ters, 8 fcr English; 1, for Chinese; 
1, typewriting and shorthand; 
and 2, for ‘instrumental music. 
The highest. mesthly enrolment 
for 1922 was 317 and the average 
daily attendance for 239 occasions 
on which classes assembled was 
295. Twice in the year written 


‘examinations were held through- 


ont the school, With but few 
excepticns the- results have been 
satisfactory. The curriculum of 
the school is similar to that of 
other schools, bat we pay parti- 
cular attention to compodaition, 
translaticn, and conversation, As 
for French, attempts were once 
made to start a class, but too few 
béys came to join it and s0-the 
scheme, had to be dropped alto- 
gether. For the purpose cf pro- 
moting a fine art, band music is 
taught in the school in leisure 
hours, but for the time being, 
there is no band practice because 
all-the old instruments, though 


in good condition, have been given 


avvay and new instruments ¢£ 
superior quality which are being 
imported from Paris kave not yet 
arrived. mpl 
Th? kealth of the school bas 
been good all the year round. The 
labour trouble in the colony and 
political troubles in China prcper 
cid not affect the working of the 
school, - : 
For want of a recreation ground, 
athletic sports were not much 
encouraged, but during the bath- 
ing season, &@ steam launch was 
regularly engaged on Saturdays 
and aquatic sperts. formed the 
chief pastimes of the boys with 
the result that most of them are 
now good swimmers. 
' In conclusion, our heartiest 
tharks are due to Mr. R. H. D. 
Forrest for coming here to dia- 
tyibute the prizes, also to Rev. 
Fr. Augustine and Mr.. Chen for 
their good speeches, and to the 
officers of the 2/King's Regt. for 
kindly permitting their band to 
attend. Our thanks are also due 
to the parents and friends of the 
school for their attendance,

A Good School. 


Mr. Forrest was thec*asked te 
distribute the prices. He said that 
if there was ona thing which 
testified to the school’s success it 
wag the fact that the number of 
pupils had increased until there 
were to-day fcur times a3 many 
as there were 10 years ago when 
the school first started. This was 
due particularly to the efforts of 
Mr. Lei and bis staff and the 
recognition by the parents of the 
fact that this was a-good school. 
He weuld jike also to say o few 
words to the pupils, especially 
those who were leaving. He 
hoped they would rot make the 
mistake which he saw commonly 
made in Hongkong and even in 
his own country, Most cf them 
cad to learn first those things 
which would enable them to make 
a living. * But this was not the 
end of the matter, . They must 
always remember that pen, ink 
and books shonld not be made 
merely the instrument of a trade 
and that when they lefc school 
their education was by ro means 
finished. In many cas23, indeed, 
it was: only the beginning." Let 
them make use of every opportunity 
they fad to read every, bock of 
vame whieh came into their 
hands. Nor sheuld they let others 
influence them unduly in their 
reading for it was freedom of 
thought which made the educated 
man.

Africa. Professor Gregory after: 
wards described to the Society 
the results of his recent journey, 
with Mr, J. C. Gregory, 10 the 
mountains of Chinese Tibet, of 
which the following is’= sum- 
mary :— 4 

South-eastern Asiais aregion of 
interesting geographical enigmes 
which: deal with the contrast 
between South- eastern’ and 
South-westero Asia, the eastern 
protongation of the Himalaya, 
the place, of the mountains of 
South-western Chios in the 
mountain system of Asin, and 
the ‘remarkable arrangement 
of the rivers of South-eastera 
Tibet, which has been described 
as one of tha most extraordinary 
features of tbe earth's land sur: 
face. These problems are in- 
timately connected with the 
formation of the*basin of the 
Indian Ocean. 

“Seek knowledge,” said Mo- 
hammed, “even if it. is found io 
China,” and in accordance with 
that injunction of the Prophet the 
two authors of the paper landed 
at Bhamo, on the Upper Trawadi, 
fifty miles from the Chinese 
frontier. This port of ¢eparture 
was selected in obedience ta the 
principle of the Burmese proverb 
that an old road is a fast road, 
for the road from Bhamo to the 
treaty port of Tengyueh in South- 
western China is one of the trade 
routes of Asia which has been 
used singe pre-historic times. 
‘At Tengyueb the Indians who 
had accompanied the expedition 
over the frontier mountains were 
sect back, and a Chinese staff 
was engeged; and permission was 
obtained to proceed to Likiang. 
the administrative headquarters 
near the borders of Chinese Tibet. 

As part of this road was 
across unsurveyed country in 
which . brigandage = was rife, 
the authorities insisted 00 
the money of the _expadi- 
tion being sent on either by draft 
or,along the main road. The ex- 
pedition arrived at Likiang b:fore 
its money, and a further cbeck 
eras threatened by the refusal of 
the magistrate to allow the ex- 
pedition to procoed farther north. 
This decision was found to be in 
obedience toinstractions feoim the 
provincial capital, but the magis- 
trate of Likiang ultimately agreed 
to let the expedition proceed, 
provided he had no further in; 
structions from tbe capits!, on 
the receipt ol a letter statiog that 
the travellers were going on in 
spite of his waroiogandentirely st 
theirowa risk. Meanwhile aChin- 
ase marchant in the city bad 
agreed to advance balfthe amount 
of the draft; and as soon as this 
was paid the expedition hurried 
northward into 
get beyond recall. 1 


THE FORBIDDES FRONTIER. 

It descended from the plateau 
into the valley of Yangtze-kiang 
where, though 2400 miles from 
the sea, it is still s great river, 
and was then in bigb flood owinz 
to the melting of the Tibetan 
snows. The stracture of this 
valley and of its two parallel 
neighbours, the Mekong and 
Salween, was studied ip a series 
of journeys along these rivers 
and over the mountain between 
them. Tho inhxbited districts 
alung the, Salweea were amittes 
with famine owing to the failure 
of the previous harvest, and work 
there was impossible. The renge 
of Kagurpu, with its pyramidal 
snow-clad 
glaciers, wes inaccessible as its 
crest is the forbidden frontier be- 
tween Chinese and eatonomous 
Tibet. Heoce,for s atudy of the 
mountain structure of this region 
turned eastward to 
the peske and xlaciers between 


‘lthe Mrkong and the Yangtze 
‘lkiang. crossing passes from 16,000 
}to 18,000 feet high. 
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Bad weather frustrated the at 
tempt to explore the glaciers of 
Peij-roa-shan, and hesvy oods 
hampered the return march to 
Likiang. Wide tracks of country 
around = Tali-fu, tha - former 
Moslem capital which bad with- 
stood a siege of eighteen 
years during the Civil War 
of 1855-73, were flooded owing to 
the aboormally heavy rains; the 
caravan had to eater the city by 
‘climbing over the city wall ac the 
north gate was closed to keep out 
the mischievous spirits from the 
north which had brought the. ex: 
cessive reins that were threatea- 
ing the country with famine. 
From Teli'the expedition, retura-

EXPEDITION TO INDIA. 


Englishmen’s Return for War 
- —. Hospitality. 

Ane expedition whish is In- 
teresting politivnians as wall as 
sportsmen, which will enable the 
people ef America to gain a mare 
intimate Knowledge of British 
tule in India and whieh will also 
help to draw still closer together 
the ties batwoon Britain and the 
United States, has been plannad 
by Col. Faunthorpe, gut Com- 
missioner in Lucknow and ADC. 
to the King, and Mr, Arthur 8. 
Vernay, the well-known art con- - 
norsseur 

The object of the expedition, 
Mr. Vornay explained to a rep- 
resentative of the Odserrzr, is to 
form a» collection of mammals, 
reptiles, and birds from India, to 
be presented to the American 
Museum of Natural History. 
Colonel Fausthorpe was in’ 
America with the British Mie 
sion during.the war, My. Vernay 
has lived there for tweatytwo 
years; and these two Englishmen, . 
in recognition of the splendid 
hospitality which Americans hare 
shown to our countrymen, and 
which was specially nofacked 
during the war, intended to make 
to America a gift of the collec- 
tion. The American authorities 
are sending a taxidermist with 
them, snd thes themselves ate 
taking a cinematographer, who 
will make film records not only 
of big game shooting, but also of 
the general conditions in Jodia, 
“because,” Mr. Vernay said, “2 
am very anxious to show the 
American people the actual con- 
ditions in Indiaand the beneficent 
effect of British rule, which is 
not quite perfeotly understood in 
Agerics. The filrhs, which will 
be presented to the museum, will 
be shown to probably e million 
and a half p2opto a year, and the. 
result must be that, apart from 
the better knowledge of the con- 
ditions io Endia which will be 
gained in this way, they will see 
that this country eppreciates tho 
almost icoredible things -which 
America did daring the war for 
every Englishman whose duty 
took him to that country.” 

The expedition was to, start in 
December, when Air. Verauy wes 
to leave London for India, to meet * 
Colonel! Fauothotpe in Lucknow 
in January." Then we go,” be 
said,” to Nepal for the great one- 
horned rhinccerous. We also bope 
to get tiger there. From Nepal we 
yo down to tbe United Provinces 
tor swamp deer and variou? other 
species of deer: and thence on to 
Bhopal for black buck sad sam- 
bur, and to Mysore for gaur (the 
bison of Indiansportamen). There 
we hope to obtain a_gronn con- 
sisting of a bull, a cow, & yearl- 
ing, and » calf. Oar bope, in- 
deed, throughout the expedition. 
is to obtain groups of various 
animals, and have them mounted 
for the museum in enormous giass 
cases in their natural env:rcn- 
ment. The specimens will, be 
placed entirely by themselves in: 
the South Asiatic room of the new 
Roosevelt Memoria! Hall. Pro- 
fessor Henry Fairfield Osborn, the 
residantoftheAmerican Museum 
of Natural History, has giver a 
gteat deal of time and thought to— 
this expedition, and ip order to 
show our appreciation of his help- 
fulness we are presenting certain . 
groups under bis came.” ’ 

Mr, Vernas also spoke of tbe 
great assistance which they bad 
received from sports.nen in 
England who had been to hig- 
game sbooting in India, and of . 
the hearty croperation of the 
American Government and of the 
Indias Office, so: that in this 
respect it may be seid that this 
remarkable expedition, which is 
interesting Bast and West alike, 
is unter the auspices of both the 
British aud the American 
Governments. 7 :

The observations made during 
the journey show that the geogra- 
phy of Chinese Tibet is the result 
of mountaio formation at two dis- 
tinct periods. The deep vallays 
with their intermediate ranyes, 
which are the most conspiccous 
topographic featores, are the 
reanlt of mountain movemen!s of 
the age of the coal measures. 
These ancient movements gave 
the country a geographical grain 
trending north and acuth; and 
these Indo-Malayan mountains 
have been formed by the excave- 
tion of valleys slong the weaker 
Inyers of this, grain. Moun’ains 
belonging to # relatively md tn 
date have been formed con'>m- 
porary with the upheavel of the- 
Alps and Himalaya. The high 
peaks of Chinese Tibet, rising 
over 24,000 fret in height, ate dun 
to these later uplifts. Theovigrs - 
of the three parallel rivers. is 
expisined as due-to their valleys 
having been worn ont slong clefts . 
through ‘which the’d-sinage fron 
south-eastern Tibet was eoabted 
to escace through the mountala 
rim.of Chinese Tibet. - ” hen!

A three waeks’ holiday at long 
intervats ia better for tke tired 
man than frequent little holidays 
This was one cf the points made 
by Sir Robert Armstrong: Jonas in 
his address at the City ¥.W.C.AL 
Yast month on " Fatigue and how 
tacambatit.” A definite time was 
required to recover from. the 
effects of fatigue, he said, and 
when a man contented himself 
with week-end holidays he did 
not get cid of those affects. They 
went on accumulating until he 
mieht ba threatened with nervous 
breakdown.
